Today, election day, will

their ballots. 
In the 1946 
election the total vote was 
5,640. Fou r years ago a com­ 
plete Democratic ticket was 
elected. 
A su rvey of the polls early to­ 
day showed better than an aver­ 
age vote being cast. 
A more ex­ 
tensive campaign has been pu t on 
this year 
both parties in an 
endeavor to win the favor of the 
voter. 
Both Democratic and Repu bli­ 
can organizations have many au ­ 
tomobiles in operation u rging Mr. 
and Mrs. Sedalia to cast their 
ballot for the respective candi­ 
dates. 
Heavy voting u su ally occu rs be­ 
tween 3:00 o’clodc and 7:00 o’clock 
when the polls dose. This is par­ 
ticu larly so in the second, third 
and a portion of the fou rth wards 
becau se of the Missou ri Pacific 
shop vote and bu siness hou ses 
which close at 5:00 o’clock in the 
afternoon. 
Ex pect Larg e Vo te 
Veteran ju dges and clerks of 
elections all indicated this morn­ 
ing they expect the voting to 
exceed that of fou r years ago. 
Bu t how mu ch more, no one 
seemed willing to ventu re a gu ess. 
The election today is u nu su al 
du e to two separate sets of Ju d­ 
ges. 
One set of ju dges is hand­ 
ling the city election and school 
levy election, while the other is 
handling only the gas tax refer­ 
endu m. 
Ou t side of Sedalia, in 
the cou nty precincts, only the 
gas tax referendu m is being voted 
u pon. 
Forty years ago, the Democrats 
were su ccessfu l in electing a ma­ 
yor, being the late J. W. Mellor. 
In that election 878 votes were 
cast and the Repu blicans won 
three ou t of the eleven offices at 
stake. 
Two Sedalians, who ran for of­ 
fice in that election are still liv­ 
ing. 
One a Democrat, Ju dge E. 
W. Cou ey, who was elected city 
attorney and the other a Repu b­ 
lican, Robert M. Johns, who was 
elected alderman from the Fou rth 
ward. Both of these men are still 
very active in their respective 
parties. 
Weather Brig htens up 
Monday and early this morning 
the indications were it wou ld be 
a “rou gh day” as to weather.

Former Presidents Would Agree 
With Truman on 
Withholding Loy altv Files 
By Drew Pea rso n 


WASHINGTON.—When it comes to turning 
over loy alty files to the Senate, the RepubUcano 
are up against the fact that William Howard 
Taft, father of their top leader, sided against 
them and with Harry Truman. So did six other 
presidents df the United States and a House 
judiciary committee. 
President George Washington was the first to 
say flatly “no” in 179 6 when he refused to 
give the House a copy of instructions to U.S. 
diplomats who had negotiated a treaty with 
Great Britain. George Washington said: “As it 
is essential to the due administration of the 
government that the boundaries fixed by the 
Constitution should be preserved, a just regwd 
to the Constitution and to the duty of my office 
forbids a compliance with y our request.” 
President Thomas Jefferson continued the 
precedent by refusing to allow two cabinet 
members to supply documents at the Aaron Burr 
trial. President James Monroe also declined to 
give up papers about the conduct of naval offi­ 
cers, whRe Andrew Jack son was ord er^ by the 
Senate to supply a memo read by him to his 
cabinet on removal of public money from the 
Bank of the United Stetes. He refused. 
Later President Grover Cleveland back ed up 
his attorney general who would not give the 
Senate documents on the removal of a district 
attorney . 
President John Ty ler even sent a message 
to Congress speUing out his reasons for refusing 
to give War Department reports on Cherok ee 
Indians to the House of Representatives. 
Senator Taft’s father speUed out the issue 
quite clearly , though it was after he left the 
White House. “The President,” he said, “is re­ 
quired by the Constitution from time to time 
to give Congress information on the state of the 
union. But this does not enable Congress or 
either House to elicit from him confidential in­ 
formation which he has acquired for the purpose 
of enabling him to discharge his constitutional 
duties, if he does not deem the disclosure of 
such information prudent or in the public 
interest.” 
In 1879 the House Judiciary committee even 
rebuk ed an investigating committee for try ing 
to pry out State Department records regarding 
the conduct of George F. Seward, a consul- 
general in China. 
“Under our theory of government,” the judi­ 
ciary committee ruled, “all the records of the 
executive departments are under control of the 
President. Whenever the President has returned 
(as sometimes he has) that in his judgment it 
was not consistent with the public interest to 
give the House such information, no further 
proceedings have ever been tak en to compel 
the production of such information. Indeed, up­ 
on principle, it would seem this must be so. The 
mischief of the House calling for documents 
might easily be a very great one.” 
Block ing Asiatic Communism 
This column recently secured a copy of a 
letter written to Prime Minister Nehru of India 
by the living Buddha of Western Mongolia, now 
a refugee in Balitimore living under the wing 
of Owen Lattimore, the Johns Hopk ins professor 
whom Senator McCarthy has charged with be­ 
ing the top Communist spy in the United States. 
India has long been considered by the United 
States as the k ey country in block ing the spread 
of Communism, which is one reason we gave 
Prime Minister Nehru the roy al-carpet treat­ 
ment on his visit here last faU. 
The living 
Buddha seems to have similar views. Any way 
here is the letter sent to Nehru by the man 
whom “top Communist spy ” Lattimore brought 
to the U.S.A.: 
“The teachings of Communism, expounded 
and propagated by Lenin, have spread widely 
and now prevail over more than four-fifths of 
China,” the living Buddha wrote. “The remain­ 
ing one-fifth is about to encounter danger, and 
the terror uf Communism seems to be approach­ 
ing near to Tibet. The road is difficult for a 
military offensive against Tibet, y et if they were 
able to win the mind of Tibet, they would with 
fftnaii numbers be able to dominate large num­ 
bers. . • . 1 pray earnestly that y our honor, with 
y our vast understanding, will protect Tibet and 
show that country and teach it how to proceed 
and to understand. 
“Mongolia and Tibet are alik e in religious 
faith,” the living Buddha continued. “Moreover, 
the fundamental poUcy of Communism is not 
to mak e use of any religion, but wherever iU 
teachings may readi, to extinguish imnfcdiately 
the religion of that land. In outer and inner 
Mongolia now, religicm is vanishing altogether. 
“If M ontis fleeing from Red terror should 
reach y our honored country of India, I pray 
with profound faith that they may be aided 
and protected.” 
Battle Over Gas 
Usually fair-minded Speak er Sam Ray burn 
revived memories of whip-cradring Uncle Joe 
Cannon, by his haste to get House approval of 
the Kerr gas bill boosting natural 
prices. 
Ray burn had colleague dizzy with his deft 
back stage maneuvers to speed a Senate version 
of the bill throu^ the Hmise. 
However, Congres« n« i Ray Madden of In­ 
diana and John McSweeney of Ohio of tha Buies 


cmnmittee furiously (Ejected to the “star- 
chamber” proceedings and the fact that R ^ - 
bum arranged the Ruies meeung on 
suoom 
notice while liberal chairman Adolph Sabath 
was out of town. 
The speak er, whose Texas gas friends are 
clamming for action, wouldn’t even agree to 
delay the meeting for a day , to enable Chairman 
Sabath to return to Washington. So the Rules 
committee meeting was called to order by Dixie- 
crat Acting Chairman Gene Cox of Georgia, 
pok er-play ing partner of the speak er, which 
caused Madden to remark : 
“If I didn’t see the sun outside. I’d think this 
meeting was being held in the dead of night. 
I just learned accidentally about ten minutes 
ago that we were to be called into session. 
“Why all the secrecy ?” continued the Indiana 
Democrat “And why hasn’t the chairman been 
notified? He’d be here if he was given proper 
notice that this bill was to be considered. I 
object to this unorthodox procedure.” 
When Cox explained that he had called the 
meeting “at the instance of the leadership,” 
Madden fired back : 
“Well, I’m still objecting to further procedure. 
Here’s a bill that has be« i widely publicized 
as a measure that will tak e 100 million dollars 
out of the pock ets of consumers. We ought to 
have more chance to study It.” 
In the showdown vote all the committee Re­ 
publicans and all the Democrats, except Mad- 
den and McSweeney . supported Ray burn and 
the natural-gas interests. It was a golden op- 
p(Mrtunity for Clarence Brown of Ohio and the 
other committee Republicans to show a little 
independence—and also put their party on 
record as for the consumer in the coming cam­ 
paign. But as usual they tagged behind the 
Dixiecrats. 


Ju st Town Talk 


‘Ik eV Warning on Defense 
Measures Should be Heeded 


By Broee Biossat 
For many week s charges have been fly ing 
that our military defenses are not being made 
strong enough to give us even minimum pro­ 
tection in event of a hostile attack . 
To all these Secretary of Defense Louis John­ 
son has replied that we are truly in sound shape. 
But mostly he has met specific criticisms with 
broad generalities. 
The defense debate took a new turn, however, 
when Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower jumped in. 
He said the country has disarmed in some direc­ 
tions bey ond the point he considers safe. 
With Eisenhower speak ing out, the dissent 
suddenly acquired greater weight. For it was 
recognized that “Ik e” is in a far better position 
to k now the facts than all the other critics thus 
far heard from. 
Johnson immediately repeated his insistence 
that our defenses are adequate, and declared 
that Eisenhower himself had been a principal 
drafter of the $13,000,000,000 military budget 
now before Congress. He said the general had 
not objected to proposed cuts. 
Congressional leaders, no less aware of Eisen­ 
hower’s role in preparing the arms budget, 
nevertheless felt he might have had reason to 
change his appraisal of its adequacy . So they 
called him to the capital to hear his views. 
“Ik e” told the Senate Appropriations Com­ 
mittee he think s the country is tak ing chances 
by not spending more for the Air Force, for 
anti-submarine warfare and for the defense of 
Alask a, our northwestern outpost close to the 
Soviet Union. He advised voting another $500,- 
000,000 for defense this y ear. 
It’s clear from his testimony that the Air 
Force is his chief worry . He said he has been 
Informed proposed outlay s for fiscal 19 51 won’t 
Twaintain a minimum, modernized force of 48 
groups in being. 
This is the very issue on which several other 
critics have fastened. The crucial question is 
not how many planes we have or are buy ing, 
but how fit they are for duty . If the planes we 
have « are being outmoded by technical advances 
faster than we replace them, then the net effect 
obviously is to weak en our air strength. 
If 48 groups are to be the measure of mini­ 
mum protection, the planes comprising that 
force must be k ept up to date. It’s no good say ­ 
ing there’ll be as many planes in 48 groups as 
were originally called for in the 70 groups 
sought by Congress and certain impartial in­ 
vestigators. The point is: What k ind of planes? 
If Eisenhower is worried on this score. Con­ 
gress and aU the rest of us ought to be. And 
the lawmak ers’ proposal to add $650,000,000 to 
the arms budget, more than the general re­ 
quested, should be approved to assure that the 
Air Force k eeps above the line of minimum 
safety . 


Not a Politician's Job 


Signs are coming out of Washington that 
Chief Justice Fred Vinson continues to play an 
active part as an adviser to President Truman. 
This seems highly unfortunate for the prestige 
and independence of the Supreme Court, which 
has s uff « ^ heavy blows in the last dozen y ears. 
The high court cannot be entirely aloof from 
the political scene, for it must fashion a legal 
philosophy that can be molded to fit changing 
social realities as they are reflected in law­ 
mak ing and executive policy . 
But that is an attitude wholly apart from one 
which allows individual members of the court, 
and especiaUy the chief justice, to serve as pri­ 
vate political counsellors to the Administratioa 
H Mr. Truman considers Vinson’s guidance 
indispensable to him, he should appoint him 
as one of his top assistants and name as chief 
justice a man who will devote himself com­ 
pletely to the job of being the nation’s most 
important judge. The two functions don’t mix.

We return to this subject be­ 
cause it is a v ital aspect of the 
Sov iet crusade to Communize the 
world. Success or failure of tit« 
CcMnmunist offensiv e may hinge 
largely on this front 
Ten hiidt-ranJ ^b^ C a t h o l i c 
dergsm^n hav e gone cm trial in 
Prague, charged with high trea- 
scm and spy ing for the Vatican 
A Vatican informant in Rome 
say s this indicates ^ at the last of 
the fkitfaful Rcnnan Catholic lead­ 
ers in Czechoslov akia ” are about 
to be suppressed.” 
This ccanes as the international 
court of justice at the Hague rules 
in effect that three other satellite 
Hungary , Romania and Bulgaria 
—must appear before the bar of 
justice in the United Nations and 
answer charges of v icdating the 
human rights prov aions of their 
peace treaties. These charges were 
brought by America and Britain, 
and were based on the trial of 
Cardinal Mindszenty in H u n g ^ 
the 
trials 
of 
other 
high 
churchmen in Romania and Bul­ 
garia. 
Oaa*t Compel Answera 
Of course there Is no method 
of compelling the satellites to an­ 
swer the diarges, and they may 
refuse to comply . Howev er, the 
Hague decision w ill help focus 
world attenticm on the anti-re­ 
ligious activ ities in Sov iet domi­ 
nated areas. 
H iese activ ities were graphical­ 
ly summed up by Attorney Gen­ 
eral J . Howard McGrath the other 
night in a speech at New York. He 
declared that “ in the world behind 
the Iron Curtain a death stmggle 
is being waged against belief in 
God in any form.” He added that 
‘^Christians, J ews and Moham­ 
medans alike are pcnrsecuted for 
their belief in the mnnipotence of 
the Almighty and His teachings. 
Why this driv e against religion? 
It’s essential that we know the 
answer to that because Aethism 
is one of the cardinal tenets of 
Communism. 
Cannot Tolerate Religimi 
The Red ism cannot tolerate re­ 
ligion because the latter condemns 
the sweeping v iolations of human 
rights upon which Communism is 
building. 
The Sov iet attitude towards re­ 
ligion was made quite clear just 
the other day by the newspaper 
“ Komsomolskay a Prav da,” organ 
of the y outh organization “ Kos- 
somol.” A y outh who was a mem­ 
ber of the organization wrote to 
the paper for adv ice: 
‘T intend to marry a girl who 
is not a member of the Komsomols 
and who wishes we should marry 
in church. Please teU wheth« * J 
can marry in church.” 
The newspaper published a re­ 
ply that a church marriage would 
be in direct v iolation of Komso­ 
mol statutes and would be an un­ 
principled step according to Com­ 
munist morals. It added: 
“ It is dear that religious beliefs 
are deeply alien to our conv ictions 
and bwtirally opposed to the ti^ks 
of Communist education.” 
Concentrating on Young FMks 
That's 
the 
way 
Communism 


rears its y outh, and it is concen­ 
trating on y oung folks both at 
home and abroad. Young minds 
are more easily molded. That is 
why we find Communism placing 
so much emphasis on securing Red 
agents among teachers in schools 
and colleges and churches. 
Apropos of this Lord Vansittart 
the other night charged in the 
British House of Lords that Reds 
hav e infiltrated Britain's pulpits, 
schoolrooms, radio and gov ern­ 
ment. The House adopted a mo­ 
tion calling for resolute precau­ 
tions to protect the country from 
Communists in gov ernment 
There is no longer any doubt 
that Communism is out to kill 
all religion. Hitler undertook the 
same task and for the same reason 
—religion 
interfered 
with 
his 
sch ^ es. He presumably stole the 
idea from Ckjmmunism.

It will improv e and 
modernize the main state high­ 
way system. It will enable the 
cities to bu ild traffic ways to re­ 
liev e high v ay bottleneck.« . It will 
extend the farm-to-market road 
system. 
“And, important too, more rev e­ 
nu e for the state highway depart­ 
ment means aid can be giv en the 
cities for maintenance of streets 
ov er which ou r highways are lo­ 
cated. 
“All road rev -enu e will be s|>eni 
u nder the sole direction of the 
state highw'ay department. 
“Farmers, and other u sers of 
non-highw'ay gasoline, will get 
their refu nds on the entire amou nt 
of the tax. 
“The gasoline tax rate has re­ 
mained u nchanged in Missou ri for 
the past 25 yeai*s. Yet highway 
constru ction costs hav e more than 
dou bled du ring the same period. 
Maintenance Co st So ared 
“Heav y increase of bu s and 
tru ck traffic has sent highway 
maintenance costs soaring from 
$5 million in 19 41 to $12 million 
this year. 
“More than 4,500 miles of the 
present highway system mu st hav e 
immediate attention in the in­ 
terest of pu blic safety. We mu st 
protect the state’s half billion dol­ 
lar inv esment in ou r highways by 
maintenance. 
“Last year 788 were killed in 
traffic accidents alone on Missou ri 
highways. 
Twenty-sev en 
thou ­ 
sands six hu ndred persons were 
inju red. This traffic slau ghter on 
ou r highways can be greatly re­ 
du ced by modernizing ou r old 
highways. 
Mud Ro adf 4 2.000 Miles 
“Missou ri has more than 42,000 
miles of mu d roads, One-sixth of 
ou r popu lation are mu d-bou nd in 
bad weather. Let u s be a good 
Smaratian tomorrow and help ou r 
farmer neighbors. 
“Thou sands of ou r people are 
forced to u se horse-drawn v ehi­ 
cles a part of ev ery year. 
“Doctors are u nable to attend 
the sick and dying becau se, of 
these impassable roads. 
“Thou sands of farm homes fail 
to get mail regu larly becau se the 
letter carrier is u nable to trav el 
ov er the mu d roads. 
“Many school children are de­ 
priv ed of continu ing their edu ca­ 
tion becau se of the irapassaljle 
condition of ru ral roads. Many 
thou sand children spend more time 
riding to and from school in horse- 
drawn wagons than they spend in 
class rooms. 
“Ou r school consolidation pro­ 
gram cannot go forw’ard u ntil we 
hav2 more and better highways 
Good schools and good roads go 
together. 
“This road program is a general 


pu blic welfara program. 
“We mu st approv e this program 
if we are to redu ce the staggering 
death toll. 
“It will insu re medical atten­ 
tion when it is u rgently needed. 
“It will enable ou r ru ral school 
children to hav e equ al edu cation 
with the children in the cities. 
No t Risk Federal Aid 
“Missou ri cannot — mu st not— 
risk the loss of millions of dollars 
in federal aid. 
“Last December 31, there were 
$31,000,000 in federal aid av ailable 
for Missou ri. Ou r state highway 
department did not hav e the mat­ 
ching dollars as requ ired. 
“This year the department will 
hav e only abou t $6,000,000 with 
whi ,h to match federal fu nds. The 
money for this pu rpose is decreas­ 
ing ev ery year. The situ ation is 
now critical. 
“The states arou nd Missou ri are 
all spending more on their roads 
than we are. They will be glad to 
get ou r share of federal aid to u se 
on their roads. We mu st not let 
this happen. 
“Missou ri is already far behino 
the rcmainrie* of ou r cou ntry with 
postwar highway constru ction. 
“The backlog of federal aid 
sav ed u p du ring the war years has 
been spent, as has the money from 
the road bond.« . 
“ We are now’ on a pay-as-w'e- 
go basis. 
“Last year there was $24,000,- 
000 av ailable for new highway 
constru ction. This year only 7*2 
million dollars are av ailable from 
state fu nds. The money for new 
roads will continu e to decrease as 
ou r maintenance cost climbs. 
“ Need Greater To day ” 
“The v ery organizations oppos­ 
ing this good roads law were fran­ 
tically working two years ago to 
get the people to v ote a 3 4-ccnt 
gas tax. If that amou nt was need­ 
ed for ou r roads then, the need 
today is certainly gieater. 
“We hav e already sav ed the 
motorists of Missou ri one-half of 
the cost of the proposed new road 
law. 
“It has been repeatedly charged 
gasoline prices in Missou ri are tou 
high, considering we hav e the low­ 
est gas tax in the nation. 
‘Within a week after that charge 
was first made the oil companies 
i^u ced the price of gasoline In 
this state one cent. 
“Missou ri is still not being treat­ 
ed fairly by the oil companies. 
“Today regu lar gasoline can be 
pu rchased in Arkansas for 23 cents 
Ti gallon. That is the same price 
we pay in Jefferson City. Yet the 
gas tax in Arkansas is 6** cents 
a gallon—fou r and one-half cents 
more than w’C pay in Missou ri. 
“There is not now—and nev ’ei 
has been—the difference in the 
price of gasoline in Missou ri and 
in other states hav ing a higher 
gas tax. We seem to be paying 
more for ou r 
gasoline 
thereby 
helping other states bu ild more 
roads. 
“Remember, there is nothing 
new abou t this proposed road law. 
Bipartisan Pro ject 
“Tomorrow you will v ote u pon 
a program that was originated by 
a bipartisan adv isory committee. 
It was adopted by Repu blicans and 
Democrats alike in the sUtc legis­ 
latu re. The members of the Gen­ 
eral Assembly carefu lly and thor­ 
ou ghly considered the present law 
u pon which you will v ote tomor­ 
row. Ev ery point for and against 
it was passed u pon. 
“The action of the legislatu re 
after carefu l stu dy in approv ing 
this proposed law is proof enou gh 
as to the real need for more money 
for ou r highway department.

He ca lled 
fo r a bipa rtisa n co nunissio n 
to dig o ut the truth. 
Lodge said the method of hear­ 
ing charges of Communism often 
smeared innocent persons, missed 
“the really dangerous individuals,” 
and could actually protect “the 
real Communist ringleaders.” 
The Massachusetts Republican 
is a member of the Senate foreign 
relations subcommittee conducting 
the invwUgation into charges of 
Senator 
McCarthy 
(R-Wis) 
of 
Reds in the state department. He 
added: 
“All we can learn so far shows 
clearly that none of the current 
charges have been proven.” 
Justified On FBI Fttes 
He condemned President Tru­ 
man’s refusal to disclose govern­ 
ment loyalty files of those accused 
by McCarthy, although he said it 
was justified in the case of FBI 
material. Lodge did not mention 
either man by name in his attack 
on the methods permitted by the 
committee. 
He told the Senate that if a 
political purpose ex ists in the in­ 
vestigation, “it merits unreserved 
condemnation.” 
McCarthy, in a statement, said 
he favored the Lodge proposal for 
a nbnpartisan confidential study 
Lodge declared that damage is 
mounting from the present way 
Congress is trying to check dis­ 
loyalty charges. He cautioned that 
because the inquiry affects the na­ 
tion’s foreign relations, it has a 
life and death meaning for every 
American. 
“Americans must stand together 
before the world menace of Ccx n- 
munism,” he declared. “Dangerous 
days are in the oHing.” 
Lodge’s proposal, offered with 
that grave emphasis to the Sen­ 
ate, was one of several develop­ 
ments today in the furore grow­ 
ing out of charges by McCarthy 
that Communist influences per­ 
vade the state department. 
From the naval hospital where 
he is undergoing treatm ent for a 
sinus condition, McCarthy also 
issued a statement demanding the 
release of a secret memorandum 
on Far Eastern policies given to 
the state department last year by 
Owen Lattimore. 
Revealed By Lattimore 
The state department declined 
to make the document public, but 
a few hours later Lattimore him­ 
self did so, through his lawyer. He 
is a Johns Hopkins university pro­ 
fessor whom McCarthy accused of 
being the Kremlin’s top agent in

• The Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Former Presidents Would Agree 
With Truman on 
Withholding Loyalty Files 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON.—When it comes to turning 


over loyalty files to the Senate, the Republicans 
arc up against the fact that William Howard 
Taft, father of their top leader, sided against 
them and with Harry Truman. So did six other 
presidents fft the United States and a House 
judiciary committee. 


President George Washington was the first to 


say flatly "no" in 1796 when he refused to 
give the House a copy of instructions to U.S. 
diplomats who had negotiated a treaty with 
Great Britain. George Washington said: "As it 
is essential to the due administration of the 
government that the boundaries fixed by the 
Constitution should be preserved, a just regard 
to the Constitution and to the duty of my office 
forbids a compliance with your request." 


President Thomas Jefferson continued the 


precedent by refusing to allow two cabinet 
members to supply documents at the Aaron Burr 
trial. President James Monroe also declined to 
give up papers about the conduct of naval offi- 
cers, while Andrew Jackson was ordered by the 
Senate to supply a memo read by him to his 
cabinet on removal of public money from the 
Bank of the United States. He refused. 


Later President Grover Cleveland backed up 


his attorney general who would not give th« 
Senate documents on the removal of a district 
attorney. 


President John Tyler even sent a message 


to Congress spelling out his reasons for refusing 
to give War Department reports on Cherokee 
Indians to the House of Representatives. 


Senator Taft's father spelled out th« issue 


quite clearly, though it was after he left the 
"White House. "The President," he said, "is re- 
quired by the Constitution from time to time 
to give Congress information on the state of the 
union. But this does not enable Congress or 
either House to elicit from him confidential in- 
formation which he has acquired for the purpose 
of enabling him to discharge his constitutional 
duties, if he does not deem the disclosure of 
such information prudent or in the public 
interest." 


In 1879 the House Judiciary committee even 


rebuked an investigating committee for trying 
to pry out State Department records regarding 
the conduct of George F. Seward, a consul- 
general in China. 


"Under our theory of government," the judi- 


ciary committee ruled, "all the records of the 
executive departments are under control of the 
President. Whenever the President has returned 
(as sometimes he has) that in his judgment it 
was not consistent with the public interest to 
give the House such information, no further 
proceedings have ever been taken to compel 
the production of such information. Indeed, up- 
on principle, it would seem this must be so. The 
mischief of the House calling for documents 
might easily be a very great one." 
Blocking Asiatic Communism 
This column recently secured a copy of a 


letter written to Prime Minister Nehru of India 
by the living Buddha of Western Mongolia, now 
a refugee in Bahtimore living under the wing 
of Owen Lattimore, the Johns Hopkins professor 
whom Senator McCarthy has charged with be- 
ing the top Communist spy in the United State*. 


India has long been considered by the United 


States as the key country in blocking the spread 
of Communism, which is one reason we gave 
Prime Minister Nehru the royal-carpet treat- 
ment on his viiit here last iall. The living 
Buddha seems to have similar views. Anyway 
here is the letter sent to Nehru by the man 
whom "top Communist spy" .Lattimore brought 
to the U.S.A.: 


"The teachings of Communism, expounded 


and propagated by JL.emn, have spread widely 
and now pi avail over moie than four-fifths of 
China," the living Buddha wrote. "The remain- 
ing one-iifth is about to encounter danger, anci 
the terror oi Communism seems to be approach- 
ing near to Tibet. The road is difficult for a 
military ofiensive against Tibet, yet if they were 
able to win the mind of Tibet, they would with 
small numbers be able to dominate large num- 
bers. ... 1 pray eainestly that your honor, with 
your vast understanding, will protect Tibet and 
show that country and teach it how to proceed 
and to understand. 


"Mongolia and Tibet are alike in religious 


faith," the living Buddha continued. "Moreover, 
the fundamental policy of Communism is not 
to make use of any religion, but wherever iU 
teachings may reach, to extinguish imrrftediately 
the religion of that land. In outer and inner 
Mongolia now, religion is vanishing altogether. 


"If Mongols fleeing from Red terror should 


reach your honored country of India, I pray 
with profound faith that they may be aided 
and protected." 


Battle Over Gas 
Usually fair-minded Speaker Sam Rayburn 


revived memories of whip-cracking Uncie Joe 
Cannon, by his haste to get House approval of 
the Kerr gas bill boosting natural gas prices. 


Rayburn had colleagues dizzy with his deft 


backstage maneuvers to speed a Senate version 
of the bill through the House. 


However, Congressmen Ray Madden of In- 


diana and John McSweeney of Ohio of the Rules 


committee furiously objected 
to the "star- 


chamber" proceedings and the fact that Ray- 
burn arranged the ftuies meeting on suacren- 
notice while liberal chairman Adolph Sabath 
was out of town. 


The speaker, whose Texas gas friends are 


clamoring for action, wouldn't even agree to 
delay the meeting for a day, to enable Chairman 
Sabath to return to Washington. So the Rules 
committee meeting was called to order by Dixie- 
crat Acting Chairman Gene Cox of Georgia, 
poker-playing partner of the speaker, which 
caused Madden to remark: 
» 


"If I didn't see the sun outside, I'd think this 


meeting was being held in the dead of night. 
I just learned accidentally about ten minutes' 
ago that we were to be called into session. 


"Why all the secrecy?" continued the Indiana 


Democrat "And why hasn't the chairman been 
notified? He'd be here if he was given proper 
notice that this bill was to be considered. I 
object to this unorthodox procedure." 


When Cox explained that he had called the 


meeting "at the instance of the leadership," 
Madden fired back: 


"Well, I'm still objecting to •further procedure. 


Here's a bill that has been widely publicized 
as a measure that will take 100 million dollars 
out of the pockets of consumers. We ought to 
have more chance to study it." 


In the showdown vote all the committee Re- 


publicans and all the Democrats, except Mad- 
den and McSweeney, supported Rayburn and 
the natural-gas interests. It was a golden op- 
portunity for Clarence Brown of Ohio and the 
other committee Republicans to show a little 
independence—and also put their party on 
record as for the consumer in the coming cam- 
paign. But as usual they tagged behind the 
Dixiecrats. 


Just Town Talk 


'Ike's* Warning on Defense 
Measures Should be Heeded 


By Bruce Biossat 


For many weeks charges have been flying 


that our military defenses are not being made 
strong enough to give us even minimum pro- 
tection in event of a hostile attack. 


To all these Secretary of Defense Louis John- 


son has replied thac we are truly in sound shape. 
But mostly he has met specific criticisms with 
broad generalities. 


The defense debate took a new turn, however, 


when Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower jumped in. 
He said the country has disarmed in some direc- 
tions beyond the point he considers safe. 


With Eisenhower speaking out, the dissent 


suddenly acquired greater weight. For it was 
recognized that "Ike" is in a far better position 
to know the facts than all the other critics thus 
far heard from. 


Johnson immediately repeated his insistence 


that our defenses are adequate, and declared 
that Eisenhower himself had been a principal 
drafter of the $13,000,000,000 military budget 
now before Congress. He said the general had 
not objected to proposed cuts. 


Congressional leaders, no less aware of Eisen- 


hower's role in preparing the arms budget, 
nevertheless felt he might have had reason to 
change his appraisal of its adequacy. So they 
called him to the capital to hear his views. 


"Ike" told the Senate Appropriations Com- 


mittee he thinks the country is taking chances 
by not spending more for the Air Force, for 
anti- submarine warfare and for the defense of 
Alaska, our northwestern outpost close to the 
Soviet Union. He advised voting another $500,- 
000,000 for defense this year. 


It's clear from his testimony that the Air 


Force is his chief worry. He said he has been 
informed proposed outlays for fiscal 1951 won't 
maintain a minimum, modernized force of 48 
groups in being. 


This is the very issue on which several other 


critics have fastened. The crucial question is 
not how many planes we have or are buying, 
but how fit they are for duty. If the planes we 
have -are being outmoded by technical advances 
faster than we replace them, then the net effect 
obviously is to weaken our air strength. 


If 48 groups are to be the measure of mini- 


mum protection, the planes comprising that 
force must be kept up to date. It's no good say- 
ing there'll be as many planes in 48 groups as 
were originally called for in the 70 groups 
sought by Congress and certain impartial in- 
vestigators. The point is: What kind of planes? 


If Eisenhower is worried on this score, Con- 


gress and all the rest of us ought to be. And 
the lawmakers' proposal to add $650,000,000 to 
the arms budget, more than the general re- 
quested, should be approved to assure that the 
Air Force keeps above the line of minimum 
safety. 


Not a Politician's Job 


Signs are coming out of Washington that 


Chief Justice Fred Vinson continues to play an 
active part as an adviser to President Truman. 


This seems highly unfortunate for the prestige 


and independence of the Supreme Court, which 
has suffered heavy blows in the last dozen years. 


The high court cannot be entirely aloof from 


the political scene, for it must fashion a legal 
philosophy that can be molded to fit changing 
social realities as they are reflected in law- 
making and executive policy. 


But that is an attitude wholly apart from one 


which allows individual members of the court, 
and especially the chief justice, to serve as pri- 
vate political counsellors to the Administration. 


If Mr. Truman considers Vinson's guidance 


indispensable to him, he should appoint him 
as one of his top assistants and name as chief 
justice a man who will devote himself com- 
pletely to the job of being the nation's most 
important judge. The two functions don't mix.

Up in Her New Play

NEW YORK, April 1 — UP)—\ 


H«len Hayes, who has inspired 
more sentiment and tears in a 
single evening devoted to a star 
since Sarah Bernhardt, enrapturc-d 
a Broadway audience this week 
with the arrival of an almost new 
American 
play, "The Wisteria 


Trees." 
In it Miss Hayes must be con- 


siderably embarrassing to the Rus- 
sians because she takes a Chekhov 
play, performs it in an American 
idiom and setting and makes it 
seem human and understanding; 
and with a tender heart. 


Joshua Logan has taken Anton 


Chekhov's "The Cherry Orchard" 
and rewritten it into this new 
Broadway play which now appears 
as "The Wisteria Trees,." 


As for the difference between 


"The Cherry Orchard" and "The 
Wisteria Trees," there is this evi- 
dence of the spoken word from 
author-director Logan: 


Unusual Piece of LlLteratare 
"I believe that 'The Cherry 


Orchard' is an extraordinary, uni- 
versal and indestructible piece of 
literature. 'The Wisteria Trees' is 
suggested by a masterpiece, but 
it is not a translation, nor even 
an adaptation of the Chekhov 
play." 
Undoubtedly and understand- 


ably, it is strange that a Princeton 
University student like Logan-and 
a girl plucked from under the 
peach trees like Helen 
Hayes 


should be doing a Russian play 
which has had its locale and char- 
acters transferred into the tropical 
clime of Louisiana. 


This is the way it happened- 


Logan, while at Princeton, was 
given a scholarship at Stanislav- 
sky's Moscow art theater and there 
he saw "The Cherry Orchard." 
Logan 
was 
a Louisiana boy, 


brought up on one of those lush, 
poverty-stricken plantations. And. 
in Russia, he immediately began 
transplanting the scenes of "The 
Cherry Orchard" back into his 
boyhood experiences on a Louis- 
iana plantation and from that 
came "The Wisteria Trees." 


Story of Drama 
In this drama which Helen 


Hayes plays with the stature of 
the great actress she is, Logan has 
shifted his scene from a closed- 
door Russian house to a family 
mansion on the Wisteria planta- 
tion in Louisiana. There the family 
has been living luxuriously, no 
one having to bother about work. 
Now they have arrived at a time 
where they must seek work, a 
day to day job. And the one thing 
they are complaining about is that 
the Wisteria trees will have to be 
cut down so that the land can be 
cut up into small shares where 
truck gardens can be grown. 
Has a Triumph 
This is the situation that Bliss 


Hayes, as the high born Lucy 
Andree Ransdell, faces when it is 
time for her to take over the 
estate, to face the inevitability 
of foreclosure and to tell her sev- 
eral high born relatives that they 
must get out and scrub floors or 
make a living in any way they 
can find employment. 


Miss Hayes has in "The Wisteria 


Trees" a triumph, a triumph both 
for the theater and for herself 
She has able support in Kent 
Smith, Walter Abel and Peggy

is not a member of the Komsomol 
and who wishes we should marry 
in church. Please tell whether 
can marry in church."

munist morals. It added: 


"It is clear that religious beliefs 


are deeply alien to our convictions 
and basically opposed to the tasks 
of Communist education."

home and abroad. Young minds 
are more easily molded. That is 
why we find Communism placing 
so much emphasis on securing Red 
agents among teachers in schools 
and colleges and churches.

Sritish House of Lords that Reds 
have infiltrated Britain's pulpits,

ment. The House adopted a mo- 
ion calling for resolute precau- 
ions to protect the country from 
lommunists in government. 
There is no longer any doubt 


that Communism is out to kill 
all religion. Hitler undertook the 
same task and for the same reason 
—religion

schemes. He presumably stole the 
idea from Communism.

He condemned President Tru 


man's refusal to disclose govern 
ment loyalty files of those accused 
by McCarthy, although he said i 
was justified in the case of FB 
material. Lodge did not mention 
either man by name in his attack 
on ihe methods permitted by the 
committee. 
He told the Senate that if a 


political purpose exists m the in- 
vestigation, "it merits unreserved 
condemnation." 
McCarthy, in a statement, saic 


he favored the Lodge proposal for 
a ndnpartisan confidential study 


Lodge declared that damage is 


mounting from the present way 
Congress is trying to check dis- 
loyalty charges. He cautioned that 
because the inquiry affects the na- 
tion's foreign relations, it has a 
life and death meaning for every 
American. 
"Americans must stand together 


before the world menace of Com- 
munism," he declared. "Dangerous 
days are in the offing." 


Lodge's proposal, offered with 


that grave emphasis to the Sen- 
ate, was one of several develop- 
ments today in the furore grow- 
ing out of charges by McCarthy 
that Communist influences per- 
vade the state department. 


From the naval hospital where 


he is undergoing treatment for a 
sinus condition, McCarthy 
also 


issued a statement demanding the 
release of a secret memorandum 
on Far Eastern policies given to 
the state department last year by 
Owen Lattimore.
